Consequently the heathen 
Chinee is so confused ia his mind be- 
tween immersion and sprinkling, be- 
tween foreordination and free will, that 
he really is in danger of losing the Chris- 
tian road to heaven altogether. Tilings 
are not much better in Japan, where 
there aro now 28,000 Protestant Chris- 
tians. Because of its unity, tho Roman 
Catholic chui ch can make more headway 
than Protcstiints with pagan peoples. 


Learn to Swim. 


Now is the time. Every summer many 


lives aro navi-d from a knowledge of the 
art, many Ih cs aro lost from lack of the 
knowledge. 
Swimming is natural to

Some Vital Statistics. 


Dr. Newsholme has published in Lon- 


don a book that almost makes ono won- 
der whether the present race of civilized 
white men h.-ive not already passed their 
climax and are on the down hill road. 
At least that is one way of looking at the 
figures in his "Elements of Vital Statis- 
tics." 


The doctor has carefully consulted the 


registers of births, deaths and marriages 
in Europe, where these events have been 
carefully recorded for many years. He 
finds that the birth rate throughout Eu- 
rope is steadily declining. 
In seven 


years, even ia Great Britain, it has gone 
down three to the thousand. Malthus 
declared the principle that the birth rate 
increased in times of plenty and de- 
creased during periods of scarcity; but 
there has been no famine in Europe re- 
cently. Some other principle, unknown 
to Malthus, must therefore have come 
in to work the change. 


The marriage rate declines also. The 


tendency is to fewer marriages, and those 
contracted at a more mature age. Italy 
has tho highest number of children to 
tlie family in Europe, the rate being 
5.15. France has the lowest, 8.43, while 
Great Britain is between, with 4.43 chil- 
dren to the family. 


It Is unfortunate that vital statistics 


have not been kept in the United States, 
so that it could be ascertained whether 
with us, too, the marriage and birth 
rates aro dropping steadily. Some com- 
pensation for this in Europe is afforded, 
however, in the fact that with the death 
rate, too, the tendency Is downward, 
owing to better sanitary regulations hi 
cities. 
If tlie people that are on the 


earth live longer and have better health, 
they can keep up the average of the 
population in that way. But these facts 
are certainly significant 


Newfoundland does not belong to th« 


confederation of Canada. When that 
was formed in 1867. Newfoundland re- 
fused to be included, and is therefore an 
Independent state. Its sympathies and 
good will are more with the United 
States than with Canada. In case an- 
nexation were seriously proposed, it 
would probably be the first state to come 
tout.

Mary Brady, of Jersey City, recently 
had a taste of "Jersey justice" in this 
fashion. 


It seems Hint under the laws a man 


cannot be a scold. A scold is defined to 
be a troublesome and angry woman who 
disturbs the public peace and is a nui- 
saccc. The original punishment was by 
moans of the pleasing old English cus- 
tom of the ducking stool When she 
found that out Mrs. Brady was a terri- 
fiod woman. But it was at length de- 
cided that tliis would bo rather tough, 
even for New Jersey, and the modern 
and thoroughly unpoctical device of a 
fine was resorted to. 


Tho trial was one of intense interest to 


Mrs. Brady's neighbors. It was an im- 
mortal occasion and the prosecuting at- 
torney made use of it. 
Ho soared into 


tlio blue empyrean: 


A common acold, quoth he, is a woman who 


goes jawing around the neighborhood disturbing 
tho peace of tier neighbors. Women don't talk so 
much now as they med to. Ia the oklea times 
they talked so much that tbe ct>urt« could not 
stand It They were Indicted, and, when con- 
victed, ducked in a pond to cool them and drive 
away the heat from their tongues. But I am 
sorry to say that thd law today does not roco« 
uizo tbe ducking stool as a mode of punishment. 


From which it will be seen that the 


learned Mr. Prosecutor Winfield himself 
was no slouch at "jawing." 


Tho truth of history compels the re- 


cording of the fact that Mrs. Brady had 
red hair. Her chief offense seemed to 
be that sho called her neighbor—a highly 
respectable lady of the name of Mrs. 
Wiuifred Doody—"a gray haired old 
hag." Once Brady amused the neigh- 
borhood by repeating this and other epi- 
thets in a loud voice during a whole af- 
ternoon. 
Another titno Mrs. Doody's 


husband timed Brady during one of her 
prize scolds, beginning at 8 in the even- 
ing and coaxing the watch at 1:30 in the 
morning, leaving Mrs. Brady still at it. 


Few had a good word for tho accused, 


but one of these was her own husband, 
an inoffensive littltf man, weighing near- 
ly a hundred pounds loss than his wife, 
who was fat. The husband said ho had 
lived with his wife twenty-nine years, 
and by that time he thought he ought to 
know her, arid sho was not a scold at all. 
Being questioned, he admitted that she 
might "jaw" him a little for staying out 
late at night, but he thought she had a 
right to do that. Mr, Brady was a re- 
markably well regulated husband. His 
evidence ought to havo spoken volumes 
in her favor, but it did not 


The jury decided in four minutes that 


sho was a common scold. In sentencing 
her the judge, as the prosecutor had 
done, adorned tho occasion with a dis- 
play of eloquence. 
. "Stand up," said he. Then he con- 
tinued: 


Mary Brady, from Indications that were ob- 


served during your trial It was apparent that you 
had talked too much, and It would hare been a 
good thing if several of your neighbors bad been 
Included In the Indictment. Scolds are plentiful, 
but that does not excuse you. People, especially 
men, 
havo a horror of scokUnjr women, and In 


future you had better keep a civil tongue in your 
head and be sure you miad your own business. 


The auburn haired woman was fined 


$25 and costs. After all, however, $35 is 
not a very dear price to pay for the priv- 
ilege of speaking one's mind. It is worth 
it, every cent. 


Japan has been for a generation the 


favorite field for Christian missionary 
operations. 
Yet it now presents the 


strango spectacle of an American, Henry 
S. Olcott, traveling through its length 
and breadth, preaching to the people 
that their salvation and their hope is in 
holding fast to Buddhism. 
He tells 


them their own religion, purified and re- 
formed, is best for them. 
Strangely 


enough, Mr. Olcott is creating excite- 
ment and wild enthusiasm. His audi- 
ences number sometimes 4,000 persons. 
He speaks his sermons in English, and 
they are translated by an interpreter, 
sentence by sentence, to the Japanese.

still hungry. Dr. Larnboi n argues from 
this that if dragon flies could be bred and 
domesticated in sufficient numbers they 
would exterminate the pests named. It 
has been proved that both flies and mos- 
quitoes breed disease and convey infec- 
tions. 


To emphasize Ids convictions on the 


subject Dr. Lamborn offers §200 to be 
paid in three prizes for the three best es- 
says on the destruction of mosquitoes 
and flies by other insects. The essays 
are to deal with the dragon fly among 
the other insects, and are to make plain 
from actual experiments what is the 
most suitable species of dragon fly for 
this purpose, and what is the best meth- 
od of propagating it artificially.

Tho Last of the Old Novelists. 


Wilkie Collins has written so little re- 


cently that lie hits scarcely made a ripple 
on the great sea of fiction. Though by 
no means forgotten, he has been practi- 
cally buried for several years. 


But he finishes a chapter in the history 


of English h'ction. It is quite likely, 
nay, one might say it ia sure, a century 
will pass before there are as many great 
English writing novelists as were con- 
temporary with the author of "The Wo- 
man in White." 
Will this generation, 


or the next, see such a bouquet of names 
as Thackeray, Dickens, George Eliot, 
Charles Rcade and Wilkie Collins? 


The most popular English writer of fic- 


tion at present is Ouida, whether one ad- 
mires the taste of her devotecsor not. She 
writes bettor stories than she gets credit 


for, 
however. Ouida, Miss Braddon and 


Mrs. 
Oliphant are undoubtedly more 


widely read than any other novelists at 
present. But these leave no distinct- 
ive mark Thackeray, Dickens, George 
Eliot. Charles Itaijje and Wilkie Collins 
mark the period of English fiction which 
deals especially with the scenes and lives 
of middle class English life 
They smack 


of republicanism more or less, and lib- 
erty anJ r<|uality 


After them came in anew school, that 


dealing with the element of the weird 
and supernatural. 
Modern spiritualism 


began to influence fiction. 
Wilkie Col- 


lins may indeed bo almost said to be the 
forerunner of this class, since hU stones 
are often tinged with the weird and the 
marvelous Still he belongs distinctively 
to the group named. 
After him came 


the El ugh Con way and Rider Haggard 
novelists in England 


In America William Dean Howells and 


Constance Fenimore WooUon hold a re- 
spectable, thoroughly well earned place 
as novelists, without distinctive flavor, 
however. But there is a class of young 
American novelists who have flavor 
enough to saturate the whole western 
continent and Europe. That is th? fleshly 
school. 
Where they w ill end it will be 


interesting to see. 


Meantime brave old Wilkie Collins has 


hardly had the standing in literature that 
he deserved. Some of his stories are ex- 
quisite specimens of good English writing 
as well as of plot building. "The Moon- 
stone" is his best work. The splendid 
scene at the close, when the four Brah- 
mins port, has rarely been equaled by 
any novelist. It is one to remain in the 
memory.

Real estale speculation has been raging 


here for the post few years and there does 
not appear to be any diminution of the fever.

TIIK SEPOYS' DEFENSE. 


I had boon In India ten month* when the 


first meeting among native troops occurred. 
The English have been hastily criticised that 
the civil aud military officials In the several 
provinces were not better posted, and that 
muro vigorous measure* were not taken at the 
outoet to crush the rebellion. No European, 
no matter what his position or bow keen he 
was, could have foretold the widespread mu- 
tiny, and In most Instance* the native troop* 
no greatly outnumbered the European that 
the military authorities were powerless to 
quell mutiny. Long enough before the first 
mutiny occurred everybody knew that the 
country was restless, and that incendiary 
addresses were being made and rebellious 
document* circulated, but the native* played 
their port* so well a* to deceive military men 
born and reared with them. 


Soon after my arrival at Seetapore, In the 


territory of Owalior, the signs of an out- 
break became so menacing that I made pre- 
paration* to depart, but was Induced to re- 
main by the representations of the British 
officers. They declared their utmost faith In 
tho native soldiery, and to this wo* added 
tho protestation* of the body servant who 
had been with mo for half a year. He was 
an Intelligent, well educated Sepoy, who had 
traveled extensively with Euiopeans, and 
who was welj posted In tho manner* and cus- 
toms of tbe natives. He solemnly assured 
mo that the outbreaks at Delhi, Agra, Nu»- 
seorabad and other places were owing en- 
tirely to local causes, and that no general 
disaffection existed. A* I afterward came 
to know, this fellow, while telling me tula, 
wan not only acting as a spy for the mal- 
contents, but had carefully appraised my 
pel lonal property and made his calculations 
to kill mo and tako possession. 


There wero over 8,000 native soldiery In 


camp at Beetaporo, and nothing In their con- 
duct up to the 1st of June gave rise to the 
slightest suspicion that an outbreak was In- 
tended 
On tho morning of the lid revolt 


was ripe. The commandant was informed 
that thi entire body of native soldiery had 
determined to throw off the yoke and join 
tho lebelhon, but that all European* would 
have an opportunity to leave tie place in 
safety. Lucknow was only fifty mile* away, 
nivI all could reach that place. Strangely 
cm ugh, this warning was ridiculed by the 
military, although discipline In the canton- 
ment was at an end and one-third of tho na- 
tive soldiery wero Intoxicated 
I saw this as 


1 rode out to the camps from tbe town, and 
although assured that there was not the 
slightest cause to run away, I returned to 
tho homo of my cousin, who was In the civil 
son Ice. and at once made preparations to 
loave. My servant used hi* utmost effort* to 
prevent my going, but when I found that 
two-third* of the citizens wore also making 
pi operations to loave, I determined to take 
tho safe side. 


When I set out from Seetapore on the high- 


way for Lucknow It was In a carriage, In 
which were my cousin, his wife, another civil 
official named Roberts and his wife, and • 
young man named Chester, who was a clerk 
lit Itobert*1 employ. The driver was a native 
who had been hi the service of ray cousin for 
fifteen years. We had our rifles and pistols 
and plenty of ammunition, and all the small 
valuables abovt the bouse were packed in the 
carriage. Two miles out we overtook a simi- 
lar outfit, which contained three civil officials, 
two of whom wer» married men and had 
their wive* and children along 
As all wen 


acquainted It was agreed to travel together, 
and tho journey during the afternoon was 
entirely safe and pleasant. We passed many 
natives, all headed for Seetapore, most of 
whom saluted us courteously, and an hour 
before sundown, when we had made seven- 
teen miles and drew upata government bun- 
galow to refresh ourselves, we felt rather 
cheap at having run away so soon. There 
wero no other traveler* at the bungalow, and 
after resting for an hour we were discussing 
the Idea of a return to Beetapon, when a 
native woman, whose presence none of us had 
detected, showed herself to my cousin's wife. 
She proved to be a woman who bad been in 
tbe lady's employ for several years, and had 
left bar to get married, and now lived near 
tbe bungalow. She stated that the soldiery 
•t Seetapore would rebel on the morrow and 
tack tho town and slaughter all European*, 
and that a body of native* over a hundred 
strong bad thatafteruoon rendesvoused with- 
in half a mile of the bungalow and then pro- 
ceeded to * point three mile* down the road, 
where they proposed to stop and slaughter all 
Feringliee* seeking to escape to Lucknow. 
They bad reached the spot (elected by this 
time, and our escape by the highway was 
thai cat off. 


This native woman refused to see any of 


the men of the party or to speak with any of 
the other ladle* besides my cousin'* wife, and 
was gone before we knew of her warning. 
Nooue doubted her Information, and for some 
tune we were unable to decide on • plan of 
action. It was Anally decided to drive on 
•boot two miles and there take a cross road 
known to exist, and thus Bank the force gath- 
ered for our destruction. It was dark when 
we left tbe bungalow, and we reached the 
cross road without adventure. After passing 
up this road for a mile or two we began to 
look for an opportunity to head to tho east 
again, but we drove three mile* before we 
found It Then It was a blind road, leading 
through a heavy jungle and over very rough 
ground. Had It not been a bright moonlight 
night we coukl not have traveled ten rods 
upon this route. 
With everything In oui 


favor we mode but slow progress, and, after 
following the road for about two mile*, we 
found that It ended at an old quarry, and 
beyond thi* was a jangle which one could 
scarcely peaetrate on foot. Everybody at 
once realized that we were In a fix. It was 
•ow midnight, and to return to the highway 
was to place ourselves at tbe mercy of tbe 
first band of marauder* astir. We could n.it 
go ahead, and how were we to remain In that 
desolate tpotl 


A* ttw Indian wars of America have fur- 


nished unnumbered Instance* of tbe heroism 
of American women, so dl-i that outbreak In 
India prove to the world the courage of hun- 
dred* of English females of all ages, from 
graodmoUiers to maiden*. As we Mood he- 
ell* th» carriages In that lonely spot consult- 
ing M to what should be done, not a woman 
(poke a word to show cowardice or despair. 
It we* by the advice of Mrs. Robert* that 
the bom* were dctachjd (ran> «» reticles. 
and we >at down to patiently wait until day- 
break thotlld more clearly reveal our situa- 
tion. Twice during that wait • tiger came 
prowling about us, aud just before daylight

While wo wero not sure that the diiver 


could bo trusted, ho was Kent bock to the main 
rood to cover our trail If possible, and to lie 
In hiding and pick up «uch information as he 
might He had no sooner departed than we 
watered the horses, bid them away in the 
jungle to forage, got water for the people, 
and then mado a want breakfast on some 
sandwiches which ono of tho ladies had been 
the ugbtf ul enough to bring along. 
There 


were plenty of wild goutds around the old 
ruin, and In an hour wo had ten gallons of 
water stowed away for emergency. It was 
thi season for many wild fruits and roots, and 
before noun our commissary department 
would have stood a siege of four or five days. 
XL'TO were three children In the party, the 
oldest only 8 and tho youngest 4, but not one 
of them uttered a complaint. 
Even the 


youngest seemed to realize the situation and 
to have determined not to odd to the anxiety 
of it In the slightest. Long enough before 
norm we beard tho firing of guns from the 
spot where tho Lucknow highway had been 
bai rlcaded, and, as was afterward Lnown to 
me alone, over one hundred fugitives were 
slaughtered at that point that day. 


1 be driver reappeared about 2 o'clock He 


hail reached the road and effaced the wheel 
and hoof marks just In time. A party on 
hoisebaclc, led by my body servant, was out 
looking for us, and they not discover that we 
bad left the road 
Fiom their talk our man 


learned that the native soldiery were to re- 
volt that morning, and that the town of 
Soiitapore was to be given up to plunder. 
Tha whole country was up In orma against 
British rule, and the anticipated rebellion 
was at last a fact Wo were In a thinly set- 
tle-1 district, as ho learned, and might remain 
undiscovered for several days If we kept 
quiet Tho man's loyalty could no longer bo 
quustlonoJ, and ho was taken Into our confi- 
dence and hi* advice asked for. He advised 
us to remain where we were until obliged to 
move on, and all agreed that this was the 
wisest policy. We felt that our greatest 
danger lay toward the highway from which 
we hod turned off, and that evening, after a 
day of undisturbed peace, I accompanied tho 
driver back to tho point from which he had 
made his observations in tho morning 
Na- 


tives wero passing in great numbers, some 
going toward Seetapore and some the other 
way. 
Wo soon benid enough to prove that 


thu expected revolt had taken place, and wo 
heard men boasting of the bloody deeds they 
hail performed. The cantonment had been 
burned, most of the town laid in ashes, and 
evory European who hod remained had been 
ha'ked to pieces. The native soldiery were 
now scattering in detached bodies, each on 
it* own account, to rob, murder and join 
hands with some oiganlzed force to push the 
reliellion. 


We wero awake tho whole night long, and 


oui place of concealment was in a thicket 
along the edge of the road About midnight a 
party coming fiom the east met one from the 
wnt just opposite us, and in a minute or two 
I recognized the voice of my body servant 
Hi had been down the road to the east look- 
ing for me, having eight or ten villains with 
him, and, having failed in his search, was now 
asking for infoi mation 
None of the other 


could enlighten him, and as horodeaHayl 
horird him sa> Ing something about searching 
the toicketi for our party 
We I eturned to 


tho temple at da} break to find that the people 
had passed a quiet night The horses were 
cued for, a breakfast mode on fruits and 
roots, and after having slept for three hours 
I took the driver and set out for tho south to 
see If we could not find a way through the 
jangle to permit us to reach the Lucknow 
rood. After skii ting the thickets for half a 
mile we found an opening. At this juncture 
tho driver claimed to bo very sick, and his 
demeanor and appearance bore out his state- 


| meats. He had violent pains, as If taken 
I with colic, but after an hour he felt able to 


return to tho temple, leaving me to follow the 
route until I could see if we would bo able to 
reach the road. After an hour's n alk I found 
tbut we could, and in great good spirits I set 
out on my return 


It was a very sultry day, with no air stir- 


ring, and I had to travel slowly It was 
fully three hours after I left the temple be- 
fore I approached it on my return 
Every- 


thing was quiet, but the moment I entered 
tho main Inclosure I noticed that the vehicles 
were gone. In the center of the Inclosure 
lay the body of the servant, his bead cut 
clean off hi* body, but neither hi that nor 
the smaller inclosure could I And any of the 
others of the party, living or dead. They 
hail, it seemed, been surprised, made prison- 
ers, and carried off In the vehicles. 
No 


sooner was I satisfied of this than I dashed 
away for the jungle, and set out in the direc- 
tion o' Lucknow. That night I fell in with 
a party headed for the same haven, and we 
reached it in safety next day, to bo penned 
up there and take a hand in tho kiega 
later on. 


It was not until British rule was firmly re- 


stored that I returned to Seetapore 
Almost 


the first familiar face my eyes beheld was 
tbut of my treacherous servant, who had let 
go of the native cause just at the right time 
to Ingratiate himself with the conquerors, 
and had been put In a position of trust I, 
however, caused his speedy arrest and trial, 
and only then did It come out that every 
soul hiding in that ruin hod been taken to a 
spot about a mile away and butchered In 
cold blood. Ten of the foi ty or fifty native* 
Implicated were captured, and theso wero 
hung on the some gallows at one time 
In 


defending his case in court the servant said 
to the julge: 


"Most worshipful sahib, but for this one 


(mnanlng me] all would have been spared. 
Had he not run away, we should have kRIed 
him alone and simply robbed the others. 
You should therefore punish bun and let me 
go free."—New York Sun.

The Flag of the Union. 


Although the star spangled banner was es- 


tablished by resolution of congress June 14, 
1777, It was not until forty-one years later 
that the present method of signifying the 
Dumber of states by the number of stars was 
adopted. It hod long been obvious that a 
neiv stripe could not be added for each new 
state without making the flog unsightly The 
stripe* would either have to be narrowed or 
elsti tho field enlarged out of all proportion to 
tlir Union. In 1818 Congressman Peter H, 
Window, acting on the suggestion of Capt 
8. a Bald, famous for his defense of the 
privateer General Armstrong, advocated the 
adoption of the present design. 


Capt Reid wanted all the stars grouped 


Into one big star. Mr Wendover did not 
press the adoption of this feature. He suc- 
ceeded In defeating various compromise 
scheme*, among them one to have stripes for 
the old and star* for the new states, and an 
other to limit the stars to the old thirteen. 
8U11 a third was to fix the stripe* at an arbi- 
trary number. Finally Bar. Wendover1* per- 
sistency was rewarded by the passage by the 
house of the following bill, which went 
through the senate without dissent: 


1 hat from and after the 4th day of July 


next the flog of the United State* be thirteen 
hoi lanital stripes, alternate- red and white; 
that the Union have twenty stars, white In a 
bine field. 


That on the admission of every new state 


Into the Union one star be added to the union 
of the flag, and that such addition shall take 
•ffuot on the 4th of July next succeeding 
such addition.—Boston Transcript. 


The Telephone Ear.

It Is the 
left ear, for it Is on record that only a very 
small percentage of men or women use the 
right ear at the telephone. A* a matter of

Oliver W 
Moore, the eminent eye and ear specialist, 
was asLod the other day If he bad heard of 
any case* of deafness from the telephone. 


"It Is rather difficult to state exactly," he 


replied. "I have seen'where the repeated 
sound of an Instrument, or the repetition of 
any sound, ha* caused deafness. 
Telegraph 


operators ore in danger of injuring their 
sense of hearing 
Boiler makers often suffer 


from deafness. In the construction of boilers 
It is necessary for one man to be inside of tho 
boiler and the other outside, and the inces- 
sant noise caused by the riveting of the 
boilers always cause* either deafness or an 
affection of the ear. As to the telephone. It 
no doubt has the same effect It Is natural 
and reasonable to suppose that a person 
listening for a sound, and not knowing the 
moment * ben it will come, may injure the 
membrane of the ear, and in time this might 
affect the hearing power."—Albany Express.

It Is the recitation in direct or indirect 


studies which makes the pupil a friend or a 
tiuant, a student or a scamp, which will 
guide him along the paths of honest endeavor 
or byways of Indolence and indifference. He 
finds words of praise for well doing or con- 
demnation of neglect 
In the recitation tbe 


teacher gives pi o«f of fitness or unfltness In 
bis calling. Here Is displayed the life of tbe 
school, and here ls decided whether the 
school shall be a soui ce of development or a 
source of unworthy motive, falseness and In- 
effective accomplishment 
The pupils who 


recite from the book undergo an exercise of 
memory which Is valuable, but below the 
end sought All recitations should be dis- 
cussions with illustrations aud demonstra- 
tions. We have too much i ecitatiou. Three 
hours should be enough 
We wabte time in 


recitation when we give no time for study 
Pupils of the primary grade should be given 
no study to do out of school, and higher 
grades very little. Let them learn other and 
valuable lessons. 


One of the greatest wrongs in the schools 


today Is keeping after school It does not 
promote good attendance, conduct or-benefit 
Arouse the pupil's ambition by studying his 
peculiar temperament Do not restrict to 
one book. Make examinations oral, with 
such written examinations as are necessary 
A pupil who acquits himself well in oration 
may often bo advanced to a higher grade re- 
gardless of the results of a writteu examina- 
tion. The details of the recitation of course 
depend on the teacher and tbe personality of 
the pupil —Fiofessor George Ho «land.

nigb Speed on Railroads. 


There are many things connected with high 


speeds on railways which tax the ingenuity of 
locomotive engineers to the utmost Tbe lines 
have to be made strong enough to withstand 
the heavy blows of the locomotive for tho other 
portions of the running plant at e light in 
comparison. A railway train at sixty miles 
an hour may be compared to a huge pi ojeo- 
tile, and subject to the same Jaws. Tho mo- 
mentum Is tbe product of tho weight of the 
train multiplied by tbe square of tbe velocity 
hi feet per second; and if we allow a train of 
130 tons, traveling at a speed of sixty miles 
an hour, then the work required to bring it 
to a standstill would be 14,400 foot tons ex- 
erted through one minute, or nearly a thou- 
sand horse power, which gives some id a of 
Its destructive force If, unhappily, it should 
come into action; and yet this terrific power 
Is so entirely under command that the 
strength of a child turning tbe small handle 
of tbe vacuum brake can bring tbe train to a 
stand in a few seconds.—Chambers' Journal 


Invention of Omnibuses. 


The invention of omnibuses is due to the 


Philosopher Pascal, who, in February, 16»7, 
obtained a "privilege" or a patent for publio 
carriages to travel through certain streets of 
Paris, They held eight ptucengen, who paid 
six sous each, and were very successful, al- 
though an act of the parliament of Paris for- 
bade them being used by lackeys, soldiers and 
other humble folks. Pascal died la 1667, and 
his useful invention did not long survive him. 
The omnibQs reappeared in London about the 
beginning of tbe century, and was adopted in 
several French provincial towns before Parii 
•ccepted it again.-New York Telegram,
